MILLIONS WASTED 
AND PEOPLE KILLED. 


Reports of Disasters by Flood and 
Winds from Tennessee and Penn- 


sylvania—Northern Blockade. 


ASHVILLE, March 30.—Reports 
from the flooded districts of Ten- 
nessee emphasize the gravity of 
the situation. The damage will, it is 
believed, reach $4,000,000, while twenty- 
two lives are known to be lost. 
Several counties certain to have suf- 
fered heavily are yet cut off irom 
communication, and the loss in prup- 
erty and life may go higher tran 
these figures. Neither the Louisville 
and Nashville nor the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis can resume traf- 
fic before Tuesday. Today these roads 
were enabled to run local trains only. 
The section visited by the flood em- 
braces one of the richest portions of 
the State, and damage to farm lands 
is a serious item. It includes cour-

Thousands of logs are reported 
adri{t in the upper Cumberfand, which 
stream at Carthage, late this after- 
noon, was rising at the rate 4 s'x 
inches per hour.

DISASTER AT KNOXVILLE. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 

PITTSBURGH, March 30.—One of 
the flercest windstorms ever known in 
this section struck the ecity today. just 
before noon. Almost incalculable dam- 
age was done to property, and many 
people were injured, some of whom 
may die. Scores of houses were un- 
roofed, many trees were blown down, 
mill stacks toppied over and telegraph 
and telephone wires were generally 
disabled. 

The most serious accident was the 
unroofing of the Presbyterian Church 
in Knoxville, occupied by about six 
hundred persons. While the minister 
was in the midst of his sermon, the 
wind blew over the large chimney 
and lifted a portion of the roof. Bricks 
from the chimney crashed through the 
roof and carried a huge piece of the 
hardwood ceiling down upon the wor- 
shipers. A panic ensued, and a fran- 
tic rush was made for the doors and 
windows. At least forty persons were 
caught by the wreckage, and were 
more or less hurt. Of this number five 
may not recover.

Reports from the Great Northern are 
to the effect that their transconti- 
nenta! trains, Which have heretofore 
been able to get through with only a 
slight delay, are now held up by floods 
in the western portion of North Da- 
kota. Just where the trouble is has not 
been definitely learned, but telegraphic 
reports say that the Moose River is 
out of its banks at Minot, on that 
line, and that numerous bridges have 
been swept away. The Red River is 
also at floodtide at Grand Forka, N. D. 
but so far as reported but little dam- 
age has been done there. 

The situation of the Northern Pa- 
cific is extremely serious. Reports from 
McKenszie are to the effect that a lake 
thirty miles long and two miles wide 
has formed, and the tracks are i 
feet under water, or perhaps entirely 
washed out. Efforts to transfer pas- 
sengers across this lake have not been 
successful. The wind has been so high 
and the water so rough that much 
damage has attended the attempt to 
transfer passengers in small skiff_s. A 
gasoline launch was put into service 
yesterday, but even this larger craft 
was fcund inadequate to the task. It 
is thought that an entirely new track 
will have to be built around this gap 
in the road before traffic can once 
more be carried on. 

Paseengers east bound have been held 
at Bismarck, and no west-bound coast 
trains have been started from St. Paul. 
A train reached here tonight, bearing 
a number of passengers who had been 
successfully ferried across the jake at 
McKenzie, and they report the situa- 
tion there extremely bad. 

As no freight can be moved westward. 

there is some fear that a famine in 
foodstuffs may result in Bismarck and 
its vicinity.

Copper exports, for in- 
stance, in February, this year, were

for eight months ending with Febru- 
ary, 1902, are $44,689,987, against $41,- 
880,021 in the corresponding months of 
the preceding year. Even iron and stee! 
exports show marked improvements, 
the total for the month of February be- 
ing $7,358,296, against $7,959,218 in Feb- 
to 1901, and $8,549,157 in February, 


For eight months ending with Feb- 
ruary, exports of iron and steel man- 
ufactures are $64,668,424, against $81,-

GERMANY’'S ALLY. 

New Dual Alliance Arranged with 

Italy—Italian Statermen Averse to 

Tying Up with Austria. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, March 30.—[Exciusive Dis- 
patch] Absurd attempts were at first 
made to deny that any political import- 
ance attached to the meeting of the 
German Chancellor, Count Von Buelow, 
and the Italian Foreign Minister, Sig- 
nor Prinett!, at Venice, when the news- 
papers frustrated arrangements for 
keeping the meeting entirely secret. 
Semi-official notes were issued from 
Rome and Berlin to the effect that 
Count Von Buelow was traveling in 
Italy solely for the benefit of his health 
and that as a mere matter of courtesy, 
Signor Prinetti was bound to call upon 
him. This pretense is no longer main- 
tained. Count Von Buelow was accom- 
panied by three private secretaries and 
several heads of departmext in the Ger. 
man Foreign Office, and subsequently 
he was joined by his Minister af Com- 
merce, while Signor Prinetti took with 
him two secretaries and an official from 
the Italian Treaty Department. 

It is now admitted that the two 
statesmen reached an agreement in re- 
gard to the whole field of mutual inter- 
est, including a commercial convention 
and the renewal! of the triple alliance. 

It is not generally remembered that 
Germany is bound by treaty to main- 
tain the territorial integrity of Turkey 
in Asia. Quite recently the Porte inti- 
mated that this treaty covered Turkey 
in Africa, and thereby barred Italian 
designs upon Tripoli. This matter has 
been cleared up to the satisfaction of 
Signor Prinetti. It is asserted in cer- 
tain quarters that as a result of the 
Venice conference there will be substi- 
tuted for the present triple alliance a 
dual alliance between Germany and 
Italy. Such an arrangement would be 
received with popular approval in Italy. 

Among Italian. statesmen there is 
marked aversion to a renewal of the 
alliance with Austria. Signor Zanar- 
delli, the present Italian Premier, was 
himself the participator in every re- 


beliion against Austria from 1548 to 
1866, and Signor Gliolitti’s record is 
equally antl- Austrian.

FIRE BURNS | 
UNDER THEM. 


Theater-goers Agitated 
at Cincinnati. 


Matinee Broken Up by 
Volume of Smoke. 


Women Flee Without Their 
New Easter Hats—Some 
of Them Faint. 


(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

CINCINNATL March 30.—The Pike 
building. on Fourth street, between 
Vine and Walnut streets, in which 
the. Pike Operahouse is located, was 
partially destroyed by fire this after- 
noon. Standing room had been taken 
at the matinée, which was proceeding 
when the flames broke out. The audi- 


ence retired in good order, but some 
women fainted, after reaching the 
street. 


There were about 2000 people at the 
matinée, and the performance of “Sag 
Harbor.“ by the Pike stock company, 
with Miss Collier and Byron Douglass 
in the leading roles, had proceeded 
only ten minutes, when the portieres 


between the corridors and the north 


aisle were seen to be ablaze. The fire 
Started from some unknown cause in 
the basement storeroom of the Adams 
Express Company, and extended up 
to the first floors, practicaliy under 
the auditorium, which is on the sec- 
ond floor. A great volume of smoke 
indicated there was a volcano under 
the auditorium, but the theater staff 
and the stage folk succeeded in reas- 
suring the people, and all were gotten 
out safely. 

When the people reached the street, 
they found the whole fire department 
of the city playing on both sides of 
the building, and it required some time 
for the cers to force the crowd 
away. Many were hunting for missing 
friends, and it was difficult to con- 
vince the half-crazed,. anxious ones 
that there had not been a holocaust. 
A great portion of the women fled 
without their new Eagter hats, and 
the individual losses will be consider- 
Able. The only thing burned in the 
theater was a portiere, but the audi- 
torlum was badly damaged from 
water. and it will not be used again 
this season. 

The Pike stock company was playing 
is closing week of the season here, 
and had previously transferred its 
ecenery for next week at Detroit from 
the building. Manager Hunt, how- 
ever. lost $10,000 in scenery (nat was 
stored in the lower part of the bulld- 
ing. The members of the company 
saved all their costumes and baggage. 
The total loss was $75,000. 


FIRE IN HER HOLD. 
PRETORIA COMES BACK BLAZING. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

NEW YORK, March 390.-—-The steamer 


Pretoria of the Quebec line, returned 
to port tonight wit fire in her h ld. 
Her passengers came in a short time 
previougly on the steamer Noordland 
of the American line, having been 
traneferred at sea. 

The Pretoria is anchored at Tomp- 
kinsville and fireboats from the city 
were dispatched there at 9:30 o'clock 
p.m, as soon as the news of the fire 
was received. The Nordland is an- 
chored at Quarantine, and the Preto- 
tia passengers will be landed in the 
morning. 

The Pretoria left this port Saturday 
afternoon bound for Hamilton, Ber- 
muda, with Capt. McKenzie in com- 
mand. At midnight smoke was seen 
coming out of the forward hold. The 
fire could not exactly be located. The 
engines were stopped, and Capt. Mc- 
Kenzie got ready for any emergency. 
The lifeboats were put in condition for 
hasty lowering, and were stocked with 
provisions. At this time the vessel 
was 100 miles south of Sandy Hook. 

At 6 o'clock this morning, the cap- 
tain realized that the flames in the 
hold. were making headway against 
the streams being poured into the com- 
partment, and he determined to head 
back for New York, 

At 9 o'clock the Noordland. bound 
from Philadelphia to Liverpool, hove 
in sight. The Pretoria signaled her, and 
she was soon alongside. While the 
Noordiand lay close to Capt. McKen- 
zie began a thorough rearch of the 
hold to ascertain just how bad the fire 
war. On the hatches being opened he 
found that a eshipmpent of hay in the 
front compartment was biazing flercely. 
The next compartment was stored with 
petroleum, which fact accentuated the 
danger. 

Capt. McKenzie then decided to re- 
move his passengers. They had re- 
mained quiet, and soon were trans- 
ferred in lifeboats. 
came on to New York. The passengers 
of the Pretoria spoke highly of the 
treatment accorded by them by cap- 
tain and crew of the Noordiand. A col- 
lection was taken up among the pas- 
sengers of the Pretoria for the officers 
and men who manned the lifeboats. 

The Pretoria had on board & first- 
clase cabin passengers, 10 in the second 
cabin and 19 in the steerage. The om 
cers say that at the time the passengers 
were transferred at sea to the Noord- 
land, the wind was blowing strongly, 
and there wage heavy sea running. In 
spite of this the transference was gc- 
complished safely. and all the paesen- 
gers hehaved admirably. Two of the 
city's fireboats lete tonteht were aseist- 
ing the crew and trying to drown out 
the fire.

THE MIDDLE WEST. 


HICAGO, March W.—(Exclusive 

patch.) Easter Sunday dawned in 

middle of a howling blizzard, cold, 
dark and fortidding. Those who are 
sojourning in summery climates are to 
be congratulated, and those who stayed 
at home wish they had not. Just be- 
fore midnight, a drigzie of rain was 
whisked by a northwest wind into a 
torrent, which flooded the streets. At 
3 o'clock in the morning, the wind 
brought a cold wave which turned the 
rain into snow, and by daylight the 
entire city was shrouded in white. 
Trees were so heavily laden with snow 
that their branches cracked beneath 
the weight. Early street-car traffic 
was suspended, and elevated trains 
made their way slowly and with ex- 
treme caution. Arother torrent of rain 
followed, which melted the snow, but 
converted the streets and walks into 
veritable seas of slush and mud. By 
N o'clock, the sun peeped out from the 
foreboding clouds, and at church time 
some of the less timorous donned new 
Faster gowns and bonnets, but heavy 
furs were more acceptable and umbrel- 
las were needed. 

Telephone and telegraph wires were 
torn down by the high winds and 
weight of snow. All of the Eastern 
wires out of the city were in a de- 
moralized condition all day, although 
an army of linemen were sent out to 
repair the damage. At II o'clock at 
night, communication with New York 
and large Eastern cities was impossible 
| Not a wire to the East, either telephcne 
| oF telegraph, was left standing, but the 
companies expect to have matters re- 
stored before daylight. 

As the day waned, flurries of snow 
| followed each other in quick succession, 
| but melted as fast as they fell. The 
wind, however, increased in velocity, 
and the Weather Bureau set warning 
signals for the guidance of mariners. 

A few boats braved the danger of 
the lakes. and on one of them went 
twenty couples bound for Michigan's 
Cretna Green to be joined in wedlock 
without the formality of having to pro- 
cure a marriage license. The lowest 
temperature recorded was 32 degrees, 
and the thermometer hovered around 
that point all day. 


' CHICAGO RENTS INCREASING. 


Rents of all classes of property in 
Chicago are increasing. From a period 
about two years ago, when they be- 
gan to go up, to the present time, the 
average locrease has been from 15 to 
20 ner cent. This spring is witnessing 
a more rapid increase than the city 
has known in ten years.

THREE OF A CREW OF ELEVEN 
FISHERMEN DROWNED. 


Norwegian Steamer Romsdal Runs 
Down the Little Craft Off Reedy 
Island in Delaware Bay—Responsi- 
bility for the Collision not Deter- 
mined. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED Mw) 
PHILADELPHIA, March 20.—Wih 
the greater part of her crew of eleven 
men asleep in their bunks below deck, 
the little fishing schooner, Edna Ear’, 
bound for sea, was run into and sunk 
in Delaware Bay off Reedy Island, Del., 
late last night, and three of her crew 
were drowned. The latter are: 
WILLIAM SMITH. 
DENNIS FORD, father-in-law of 
Smith, both of Philadelphia. 
PATRICK NOLAN of Baltimore. 
The vessel, that sunk the fisherman 
was the Norwegian steamer Romsdal! 
from New York to Philadelphia, in bal- 
last, which rescued the surviving mem- 
bers of the crew and brought them 
to this city. To whom the responsibilj- 
ity for the collision is chargeable has 
not been determined. Both Capt. 
Hirsch of the Romsdal! and Capt. Kote 
of the schooner say that all their lights 
were burning, and that they were com- 
pletely within maritime regulations. 
The sleeping fishermen were awak- 
ened by the crash, and rushed up the 
narrow companionway. Ai! but three 
of them managed to reach the deck, 
Nolan, Smith and Ford being caught 
by the :ush of water and drowned like 
rats ina trap.

Occupants of Rooming-houses 
Driven from lheir Beds— 
Loss Unknown. 


At 3:50 o'clock this morning a fire 
was discovered in the plant of the Em- 
pire Steam Laundry Company, on the 
second floor of the buildings, at Nos. 
141 to 149 South Matin street. James 
Fish, a night watchman, was passing 
through Center Place, when he saw the 
flames burst through the roof of the 
buildings. He at once sent in an alarm 
from box 32, at First and Main 
streets. When the firemen arrived the 
whole upper floor was in flames, and 
the fire threatened to spread to the 
lodging-houses adjoining. 

The laundry company occupies the 
ground floor of the building south of 
that in which the fire originated, and 
its main finishing and work rooms are 
over the store of Joseph Melczer. On 
the north is the Maplewood lodging- 
house, and this place was crowded 
with tenemants. Their first knowl- 
edge of the fire was when the smoke 
filled the hallways, and at the cry of 
fire, shouted by some woman, there 
was almost a panic. 

Men and women half dressed rushed 
into the street, some of them carrying 
such of their belongings as they could 
pick up. The police stopped this rush, 
however, by assuring the lodging-house 
people that they were not in danger. 
and then most of them moved all of 
their personal effects from the place, 
with the assistance of police and fire- 
men. 

Owing to the Inability of the firemen 
to raise their ladders over an awning, 
there was some delay in getting water 
on the fire, and by the time the en- 
gines got to work, the whole upper 
front of the building was a mass of 
flames. 

Once the firemen got at the fire, they 
pou tons.of water into the build- 
ing from half a dosen big streams, and 
in half an hour the fire was under 
control, but not until it had guited 
the plant of the laundry company. 

The liquor store on the first floor 
was damaged only by water, the fire- 
men succeeding in preventing the 
flames from entering the first floor of 
the building. 

The origin of the fire is not known. 
if there was any fire in the place yea- 
terday it was not known to the other 
occupants of the building, and so far 
as is known there ha dbeen no person 
in the laundry workroom since Satur- 
day night. 

It is impossible to estimate the loss, 
but it will amount to several thousand 
dollars, for the place was filled with 
costly machinery, to say nothing of 
tse stock of laundry work on hand.

Rev. C. J. K. Jones preached yester- 
day morning in the Church of the 
Unity on Trouble.“ He said, in part: 

“Jesus Was a man with many troubles, 
but the important thing with Him and 
about Him was, not that He had 
troubles, but that He bore them 
bravely, voy and this is true of 
each one of us. The practical And all- 
important question is not why and 
whence is trouble—for it is an integral 
part of the necessary and divine forces 
that evolve character—but rather what 
shall we do with it. Shall we weakly 
yield to it and thereby have increased 
wekness and suffering. or shall we 
respect ourselves and with courage and 
heroic resolution resist and overcome 
it? It is the part of a man and woman 
of the highest type to resist despair 
and weakness. Many there are who are 
fo disturbed and pained by the fact 
of the multiplied troubles there are in 
the world, that they find in such fact 
an argument against the being of God, 
or, if He exists, against His moral 
character, They ask with them of old, 
‘ know, and if He knows, 
does He care?’ Such questions over- 
look the supreme end and object of our 
highest development, viz., a moral, in- 
tellectual and religious character. 

“Let us be rid of the influences of 


Christ. Thomas was one for whom 
death had no fears, and so when he 
thought that Christ was going to His 
death he proposed that they should 
all go with Him, so courageous wads 
he tn his loyalty. yet he was not a 
man of strong faith. 

“It was one of Thomas's questions 
which brought forth those wonderful 
words, ‘I am the way, the truth and 
the light..

The Heart’s Easter Argument. 

The subject of Rev. Aquilia Webb's 
Easter sermon at the First Presbyte- 
rian Church was “The Heart's Faster 
Argument.” He said: 

“There are many ways of approach 
to the theme of the resurrection. Per- 
haps the most natura! method of bring- 
ing one where he may feel the force of 
Easter truth is the rational one. We 
see lessons quickly and easily when 
they appéal to our reason. And Easter 
truth has many proofs of its validity. 
Right in the midst of Paul's rational- 
istic argument of the burying of the 
corn that it may live again, he places 
another argument; the argument of the 
affections, or the argument of the 
heart. The appeal to the heart is found 
in the words of the text: ‘If Christ be 
not risen, then they which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are 
Stated in another way, 
‘Tf the highest (life 
guished, what has become of your 
dead? If Christ be not risen, then it is 
useless for you even to hope of ever 
seeing your loved ones again.’ To my 
mind, this heart argument of Paul's 
for the resurrection is the strongest, 
so far as the application of the truth 
to our lives is concerned. Paul has 
facts and he has unanswerable logic. 
but he simply uses them that he may 
get the heart to believe and receive 
The truth to avall anything must take 
hold of life, must vitalize itself, must 
become heart-wisdom. 

Thie appeal of Paul's is an appeal 
to the interests of human love, ap 
appeal to the highest faculty of the 
soul, an appeal which finds its way to 
the man deep in sin when reasoning by 
the intellect would have no effect upon 
him. A man may give up all attendance 
at the church, he may throw away the 
family Bible, he may go to haunts of 
rin and shame, still, when he sees the 
crape on the door, or hears the tolling 
bell, or sees the procession wending its 
way to the burial place, the question

Raised Together With Christ. 

Yesterday morning, at the First 
Christian Church, Rev. A. C. Smither 
preached an Easter sermon from the 
words, “If ye then were raised together 
with Christ, seek the things that are 
born.” church was beautifully 
decorated, the choir rendered some 
most excellent music, and a large con- 
gregation attetided the service.

“Easter has long been observed by 
the church in cemmemoration of the 
resurrection from the dead of Jesus 
Christ.

A large 
number of persons were witnesses of 
His resurrection. The number was too 
large to have been deceived or de- 
ceivers.

These 
were persons of large intelligence, as 
is evidenced by the great impression 
they made upon the world. This sin- 
cerity was proved by thelr martyrdom 
in behalf of this truth. 

“Christianity as a religious system 
rests upon the fact of the resurrection 
of Jesus. The ordinance of Christian 
saptism and the Lord's Day commem- 
orate this transcendent event |! the 
life of the Master. It is hardly pos- 
sible to conceive that a system so in- 
timately related to this great fact could 
have arisen and grown 80 rapidly. un- 
less Jesus had risen. Christianity can- 
not be reasonably accounted for upon 
any other basis. His resurrection was 
the legitimate culmination of His 
marvelous life, His matchless charac- 
ter. It is no more marvelous than His 
spotiess life, His perfect manhood. He 
lived above the level of human attain- 
ment, and His resurrection .was the 
natural outcome of His superhuman 
life and service. 

To the Christian still another resur- 
rection with Christ will be experienced 
hereafter. This life of God, which 
finds expression in the spiritual resur- 
rection, is imperishable, and in His 
children, as in His Son, it bids de- 
fiance to the paver of, death, and with 
Christ His followers will gain an 
eventual and permanent victory over 
the grave, over sin and the seductions 
of evil, and under the marvelous dis- 
pensations of grace, will reach the 
realms of God, where sin cannot come, 
and where, unblighted by its frosts, 
the life of God in the redeemed soul 
of man will reach its highest possible 
development and joy in the service of 
Almighty God.”

talk, the Union Labor News and the 
Los Angeles Herald each found them- 
selves sorted out from the sheep and 
classed with the goats. In fact, both 
papers were denounced in ringing 
terms by the followers of the alliance, 
as being entirely unworthy of the sup. 
port of any laboring man. 

H. J. Schade was the main speaker 
of the evening, and drew the line de- 
tween the old-fashioned trade unions 
and the Socialist Trade and Labor Al- 
liance, which upholds trades unions as 
a step to the ultimate doing-aw with 
private capital. This speaker pro- 
ceeded to whack the Herald and the 
Labor News in a vigorous style. 

The Herald was declared to be a 
— sheet, out and out, al- 

though posing as a friend of the unions. 
It was pointed out that during the 
recent strike of the laundry girls, the 
very issues of that paper containing 
editorials supporting the strike, also 
contained advertisements for girls to 
take the strikers’ places at the laun- 
Arles. The speaker declared that when 
it came to a show-down, the Herald 


would always be found on the ide 
against labor. 
The personnel of the editorial depart- 


ment of the Union Labor News was 
the subject for some pungent remarks, 
but the specific charge was made that 
the Labor News was lending its aid .to 
a doubtful home-building scheme, and 
working to induce its union supporters 
to Invest In the enterprise, and thus 
to get their cash. 

Many wholesome truths were told 
about the walking delegates of the 
Jimgray order, and were cheered by the 
audience. 

Then followed a number of five-min- 
ute speeches in the same trend. It was 
a real interesting meeting—especially 
for the papers posing as champions of 
union labor. And the alliance wants to 
back up its statements with argu- 
ments, challenging the Council of 
Labor to meet it on these lines. 

During the part of the meeting de- 
voted to queries and answers, the fact 
Was asserted that the Herald's man- 
ager is a “mine owner” and oll mag- 
nate. who says he is “very wealthy,” 
and that his sympathies, as a matter 
of course, must be on the side of the 
capitalist class. Incidentally, two dif- 
ferent speakers set forth the fact that 
the Herald's employés are not paid 
as much as Times emplo : 

One speaker said that if Mr. Hardt. 
son is so “very wealthy.“ as he claims 
to be, he would pay his printers as 
much as The Times printers get. 

Of course, The Times got a roasting: 
but the principal grievance of last 
night’s orators was nat the Herald 
and Union Labor News, nch. they 
now see, have been working the 
unions. It is very significant that a 
ray of light has penetrated these fel. 
lows’ skulis at last.

But Not Free to Art or Artists as 
Sir Philip Burne-Jones Has Learned 


to His Cost. 
“{New York Herald If Sir Philiv 
Barne-Jones returns to England filled 
wih the notion that America opens its 
arms to art and artists the fact need 
not be accrelited to the nation’s cus- 
tome laws or the officials who admin- 
ister them. Sir Philip has had his eyes 
opered to the possibilities of annoyance 
that lie in the present statutes. He has 
had several cares of paintings on 
American soll for nearly ten days, but 
so far as their utility to him is con- 
cerned, they might as well be in Lon- 


don. 

Sir Philip arrived here bout two 
weeks ago. and shortly afterward his 
peintings came con the Philadeiphia. 
Meantime he had made arrangements 
to place them in a studio, and expected 
to have them on cxhibition tmmedi- 
ately. Then he began to learn some- 
thing about the customs laws. He was 
kept on duty for five days of last 
week at th ecustomhouse, and then v ae 
forced to go to Washington to seek 
the influence of officiai friends before 
he could see any chance of getting the 
paintings in his hands in time for ap 
exhibition he is to give.

pany?’

USED FISTS. 


Two Street Preachers 
in a Scrimmage. 


One Accused the uther 
of Rank Heresy.

Result Was That Brother Wil- 
liams Was Badly Battered 
by Brother Richards. 


Irreligious war broke loose yesterday 
‘morning on San Pedro street, in this 
city, and as a result of the singular 
brawl, John Williams, a laborer and 
religious crank, will wear a pair of 
black eyes for some time to come.

Williams is a man of gigantic stat- 
ure, and, although 80 religiously in- 
clined, he is a disciple of “the church 
militant," and has an acquaintance 
with the fistic art.

He 
is also a laborer, and resides in a 
lodging-house on San Pedro street. 

The two theological! giadiators 
clinched, and in the tussle, Williams 
went to the ground.

Williams is a sorry sight, his face 


cut. and eyes blackened. His clothes 


were torn, and he is not lieble to 
preach any on the streets for many a 
day. 

The cause of the fight was an asser- 
tion made by Preacher Williams re- 
garding the interpretation of a certain 
passage of the Bible, which did not 
suit Preacher Richards. He thought 
the heresy should not pass unrebuked.

Williams, 
“and I'll show you that you don't know 
what you are talking about.” 

“You will, eh?“ retorted Williams. 

Then the scrap began in earnest. 
Bro. Richards pushed his way through 
the crowd, and was about to speak, 
when he received a jolt under the jaw 
from Bro. Williams, that sent him 
sprawling on the ground. He regained 
his feet, however, with the agility of 
a cat, and rushed at Williams like a 
madman.
